From Misslssippl Valley and the West,

The latest Vicksburg date is the 28th Feb. The
turret gunboat which created so much commotion turns
out to be nothing more than a large flat-boat. A de-
serter, who arrived at Vicksburg on the 27th, eays she
was fitted up with barrels, to resemble a monitor, by
the officers of some of the Yanke: transports, and sent
down the river Tuesday pight. Tblis report was con-
firmed by pereons who came up on the flag of truce
boat Fridey. 'The rumors, bowever, abcut this craft
have been g0 numerous and cooflicting, that it is bard
to credit apy of them. We simply give them for what
they are wortn. A deserter from the Federal lines con-
firms the the former reports about disaffection, and says
the Western men are kepf separated from the true
“ blue beliies.” He also reports that the canal has
been filled up again at both ends, aud they are now en-
deavoring to pump the water out with a view to dig-
ging the ditch wider and dceper. Upon being asked
what the army was doiog over the river, he replied,
“ Not a thing bat dying!” There are about twenty-
two thousand men across the river all told. He knows
potbing of the number at Providence, beipg on a boat
sick for some time. The Federals are constructing
plavk roads from the camps in toward Richmond and
across the neck of land. Ihey go up Pawpaw chute
after the lumber. He says it was known on the fleet at
ten o’clock on Wednesday that we had captared the
Indianola on Tursday night. The Federals thougbt
ber one of their most formidable iron-clads. She was
out on her first cruise, haviog been completed but a short
time. .

Mr. Thomas H. Seymour, the Democratic candidate
for Governor of Connecticut, cor cluded a speech, deliv-
ered in the Ciiy Hall at Hartford, on the 9tk of Feb-
ruary, as follows :

“T'hese popular uprisiogs, are not merely special in
their character, bat broad and general as the universal
air, and eweep, as with the wings of an archangel, the
vast horizon of maledministration and of horrible bat-
tle-fields. The true meaniog of this is that the people
are sick of this horrible fritricidal war, and demand
that it hall be epecdily terminatcd. I atow mysclt op-
posed to it, and ask fur a cessation of hostilities. In
vain proicst agaiost illegel arrests and wicked proclama-
tions, il you have got a war policy that justifies both.
I can't for the life of me see how great wrongs are to
be rediessed and the Uuioo re-estabiished, while meas-
ures are on foot which render it impossible to accom-
plish eitber on the war plan. Now 1 am for redressing
thege wrongs aud doing what can be done for the Union
cause. I am for getting back tke Southern States by
fair and bonorable mrane, if such a thing be possible ;
avd I will bope for the best. And I want to get them
back as they were. [ don't want covquered, bluod-
dreoched States, with their ruined homes »nd a weeping
population, to m.ke a Union forme! Such a Union
would be a mockery of the name. The Union I desire
is a Uoion of nesrts amil hands, snch as our fathers

gave us.”
